sons of this are what It would bo useful 
for us to know. My observations and 
inquiries have brought roe to believe 
that the simplest expieaalon of ilieso 
reasons is that the land is here for tho 
mosl part cultivated in farms of about 
iO acres by tlicir owners. I will endeiiv- 
or to point out some of the most obvi- 
ous and noteworthy consequences of 
the two facts. 1st. As the lurtncr ami 
bis family generally work on tho farm 
(there are about 1,000,000 land owners 
in Prussia) theio is comparatively little 
expended in hired labor. To under-
